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REPORT. 


Dourine the month of January 1910 there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the births 
tof 3734 living children, of whom 1931 were male and 1803 female, These 
births are 38 more than those registered during the previous month, December 1909, 
Dut 329 fewer than those registered during the corresponding month of last year. 
“The equivalent annual birth-rate is 23°3 per thousand, a rate which is the same as 
that for the previous month, but 2°4 less than that of the previous January. It is 
the lowest January birth-rate for the eight towns recorded in these Reports, the 
previous lowest being that of January 1909. The birth-rate of the month ranged 
from 29-0 in Greenock, to 17 8 in Edinburgh. In Dundee it was 25°9, in Glasgow 
24°6, in Leith 23°8, in Aberdeen 23°3, in Paisley 22°9, and in Perth 19°9. 
| Of the 3734 births registered during the month, 272, or 7°3 per cent., were 
ilegitimate. These illegitimate births are 16 fewer than those registered in December, 
and 25 fewer than those registered in January of last year. The illegitimate rate 
*D less than that of December, but it is the same as that of January of last year. 
The illegitimate rate of the month ranged from 9°8 in Edinburgh, and 9-3 in Aberdeen, 
to 4-4 in Paisley. In Dundee it was 8:8; in Greenock, 7°7; in Glasgow, 6°4; in 
Perth, 4°8; and in Leith, 4°6. | 
_ Marriages registered in the eight towns during the quarter numbered 1501; they 
are 306 more than those registered during December, and 22 more than those there 
Stered in January of last year. The equivalent annual marriage-rate is 9°3 per 
usand, a rate which is 1°8 more than that of December, but the same as that of 
yanuary of last year. 
Deaths registered during the month in the eight towns numbered 2845 ; they are 
fewer than those registered during December, but 47 more than those registered in 
uary of last year. The equivalent annual death-rate is 17'7 per thousand, a 
which is 3-4 less than that of December, but is the same as that of January of 
year, which was the lowest January death-rate recorded in these reports. The 
ath-rate of the month ranged from 23°5 in Greenock, to 14'1 in Aberdeen, In 
undee it was 22:9; in Perth, 20°9; in Glasgow, 17:8; in Edinburgh, 16:4; in 
h, 16-4; and in Paisley, 15°4. The death-rates of Dundee, Leith, Greenock, and 
Perth are higher than those of December, but the death-rates of Glasgow,- Edinburgh, 
Aberdeen, and Paisley are lower than the December death-rates. 
__ Of the 2845 deaths registered during the month, 1006, or 35:4 per cent., were 
of children of less than five years old, while 826, or 29°0 per cent., were of persons 
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of over sixty. The former are 265 fewer than those of December, but 50 more than 
those of January of last year; the latter are 106 fewer than those of December, 
but 35 more than those of January of last year. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 553; they are 158 fewer 
than those of December, and 11 fewer than those of January of last year. The 
infantile mortality rate of the month amounts to 140 per thousand of the monthly 
average number of births registered in the eight towns during the previous twelve 
months, a rate which is 38 less than that of December, but 2 more than that of 
January of last year. The infantile mortality rate of the month ranged from 205 in 
Dundee, to 115 in Edinburgh, and 118 in Perth. In Greenock it was 149; in 
Aberdeen, 147; in Leith, 1388; in Glasgow, 134; and in Paisley, 125. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 342; they are 43 fewer 
than those registered during December, but 92 more than those registered during 
January of last year. The equivalent annual death-rate amounts to 2:1 per 
thousand, a rate which is 0°3 less than that of December, but 0°5 more than that 
of January of last year. ‘This death-rate ranged from 3°2 in Glasgow, where 178 
deaths from measles were registered, to 0 in Paisley. In Greenock, this death-rate 
was 2°4; in Dundee, 1°6; in Edinburgh, 1°5; in Aberdeen, 0°8; in Perth, 0°6; and 
in Leith, 0°5. Of the 342 deaths from epidemic diseases registered in the eight 
towns during the month, 208 were ascribed to measles, of which 178 were in 
Glasgow; 26 to scarlet fever; 26 to hooping-cough; 38 to diphtheria; 15 to 
enteric fever, of which 12 were in Glasgow; 4 to cerebro-spinal meningitis, of which 
3 were in Glasgow and 1 in Edinburgh; 23 to diarrhceas; and 2 to pyrexia of 
uncertain origin. Compared to the returns of December, deaths from diarrhcas 
are 8 more, from cerebro-spinal meningitis of the same number, from diphtheria 
and enteric fever each 1 fewer, from scarlet fever 4 fewer, from hooping-cough 22 
fewer, and from measles 25 fewer. 

Deaths from influenza numbered 7; from puerperal septic infection 6; from 
malignant disease 203, of which 119 were ascribed to carcinoma, 10 to sarcoma, and 
74 to other or unspecified form of cancer. Deaths from heart disease numbered 266 ; 
from apoplexies 136 ; from premature birth debility 80; and from alcoholism 8. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 329; they constituted 11°6 per cent. of the 
total deaths of the month, and are 197 fewer than in December, but 44 more than 
in January of last year. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 238, and constituted 
8-4 per cent. of the total deaths of the month; they are 226 fewer than those of 
December, and 12 fewer than those of January of last year. 

Deaths from tuberculous diseases numbered 307, and constituted 10°8 per cent. 
of the total deaths of the month; they are 12 fewer than those of December, and 
10 fewer than those of January of last year. Of these deaths 204 were ascribed 
to phthisis ; they constituted 7°2 per cent. of the total deaths of the month, and 
are 15 fewer than those registered in December, but 3 more than those registered in 
January of last year. 

Deaths from violence numbered 90; of them 6 were ascribed to suicide, 5 
being by cutting and 1 by ammonia poisoning. 

Among those whose deaths were registered in the eight towns during the 
month, there were 3 males and 16 females, aged 90 years and upwards, the oldest 
being a widow aged 100 years. 


Brrtus, DEATHS, ETC., IN OTHER SELECTED REGISTRATION DISTRICTS, 


On page 14 there is given the usual monthly statement regarding the births, deaths, and 
marriages registered in forty-eight selected registration districts. These districts have an estimated 
aggregate population of 825,659. Births registered in them during the month numbered 1693, 
marriages 657, and deaths 1253. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 24°2 per thousand, the 
marriage-rate 9°4 per thousand, and the death-rate 17°9 per thousand. Compared to the corre- 
sponding rates of December, the birth-rate is 0:3 less, the marriage rate 2°6 more, and the death- 
rate 2°6 less. Compared to the corresponding rates of January 1909, the birth-rate is 0°7 less, the 
matriage-rate is the same, the death-rate is 2°7 more. 

Among the deaths registered in these selected districts during the month there were 64 from 
measles, of which 34 were in Govan and 14 in Partick ; 8 from scarlet fever ; 10 from hooping-cough ; 
22 from diphtheria ; 2 from enteric fever: 28 from diarrhceas ; 2 from croup ; 227 from pneumonia, 
bronchitis, and pleurisy ; 132 from tuberculous disease; and 3 from cerebro-spinal meningitis.

Rain, number of days, 18; greater by 1 day.

Wind, direction of: a 4 days’ excess of winds from SW, 


- Hence the month of January 1910 was characterised by a very low mean 
pressure ; a low mean temperature, with a high mean daily range; a slightly high 
mean rainfall; and an excess of winds from SW. 

The mean pressure was 29°631 inches, or 0°194 inch below the normal, the 
sea-level extremes at Leith being 30-444 inches on 6th, and 28°844 inches on 24th. 

The mean temperature was 36°:4, or 1°°6 below the normal, being the lowest 
January mean since 1897. The days were 0°°6 and the nights 2°°6 below their 
respective averages. Temperature conditions covered a very wide range, as may be 
illustrated by the fact that whilst at Aberdeen the mean temperature of the week 
ending 8th was as high as 42°°6, that of the week ending 29th was as low as 22°°2. 
Very mild weather early in the month, and a close approach to the normal about the 
middle, were followed by a spell of cold weather which became very acute during the 
fourth week, when some remarkably low readings occurred, At Perth on 28th the 
thermometer in screen fell to 4° below zero (a reading equalled, as regards the large 
towns, by a similar record at Perth in January 1894), whilst the mean temperature 
of the fourth week was at Aberdeen no less than 15° below the normal, the maximum 
reading there on 27th being as low as 18°. The highest temperature recorded at the 
towns was 56° at Leith on Ist, and at Aberdeen on 3rd. 

The mean rainfall was 3°79 inches, or 9 per cent. above the normal, the 
individual variations ranging from a deficiency of 24 per cent. at Dundee to an 
excess of fully 40 per cent. at Edinburgh. The greater part of the month’s precipi- 
tation occurred between 8th and 17th, Greenock having about 14 inch on 15th 
and more than 1 inch on 17th. At Aberdeen the largest amount on any one day 
was only 0°25 inch on 23rd, that being the rainfall equivalent of melted snow. 

A snowstorm was general towards the middle of the month, and again during 
the fourth week, when weather of an extremely wintry and stormy character was 
experienced. 

Thunder occurred at Edinburgh on as many as four days, and on one day at least 
at nearly all the towns. 
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REPORT. 


Durine the month of February 1910 there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the births 
of 3528 living children, of whom 1818 were male and 1710 female. These 
births are 206 fewer than those registered in January, and 96 fewer than those 
registered in February of last year. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 24°3 per 
thousand of the estimated aggregate population of the eight towns, a rate which is 
1-0 more than that of January, but 1:1 less than that of February of last year, and 
is the lowest February birth-rate recorded in these reports, the previous lowest 
being those of February 1908, and of February 1909, both of which were 25-4. 
The birth-rate of the month ranged from 26:2 in Greenock, to 20:0 in Perth, and 
20°l in Edinburgh. In Leith it was 25-9; in Glasgow, 25-8 ; in Aberdeen, 24°9; in 
Dundee, 24°4; and in Paisley, 24:3. 

Of the 3528 births registered in these towns during the month, 263, or 7°5 per 
cent., were illegitimate. This illegitimate rate is 0°2 more than that of January, 
but 0°4 less than that of February of last year. It ranged from 11°5 in Aberdeen, 
to 3-4 in Paisley. In Edinburgh it was 9:0; in Dundee, 8°8 ; in Glasgow, 6°8; in 
Greenock, 5-4; in Perth, 5:3; and in Leith, 4°7. 

Marriages registered in these towns during February numbered 750; they are 
751 fewer than those registered in January, but 88 more than those registered in 
February of last year. The equivalent annual marriage-rate is 5°2 per thousand, a 
rate which is 4°1 less than that of January, but 0°6 more than that of February of 
last year. 

Deaths registered in the eight towns during the month numbered 2520, a number 
which is 325 less than that of January, and 214 less than that of February of last 
year. The equivalent annual death-rate is 17°4 per thousand, a rate which is 0°3 less 
than that of January, and 1°7 less than that of February of last year. It is the 
lowest February death-rate recorded in these reports, the previous lowest being that 
of February 1905, which was 18-3. The death-rate of the month ranged from 28°4 
in Greenock, and 20°5 in Dundee, to 13:5 in Paisley. In Perth it was 19°3; in 
Glasgow, 17°3; in Leith, 16-5; in Edinburgh, 15°8; and in Aberdeen, 15:3, » Com- 
pared to the corresponding death-rates of the previous month, those of Glasgow, 
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Edinburgh, Dundee, Paisley, and Perth are lower, but those of Aberdeen, Leith, and 
Greenock are higher. 

Of the 2520 deaths, 797, or 31°6 per cent., were of children of less than five years 
old, and 749, or 29°7 per cent., were of persons of over sixty. The former are 209 
fewer than in January, and 133 fewer than in February of last year. The latter are 
77 fewer than in January, and 81 fewer than in February of last year. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 437 ; they are 116 fewer 
than those of January, and 106 fewer than those of February of last year. The 
infantile mortality rate of the month amounts to 122 per thousand of the average 
number of children whose births were registered in these eight towns during the 
preceding twelve months, a rate which is 18 less than that of January, and 25 
less than that of February of last year, and which ranged from 191 in Greenock, to 
33 in Perth. In Dundee it was 160; in Aberdeen, 126; in Glasgow, 121; in 
Edinburgh, 114; in Paisley, 87 ; and in Leith, 85. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 296; they are 46 fewer 
than those registered in January, but 10 more than those registered in February of 
last year. The equivalent annual death-rate from these causes is 2°0 per thousand, 
a rate which is 0°1 less than that of January, but is the same as that of February 
of last year. ‘This death-rate ranged from 3°2 in Greenock, to 0 in Perth. In 
Glasgow it was 2°9; in Leith, 1:8; in Edinburgh, 1°4; in Dundee, 1:2; in Aber- 
deen, 0°6 ; and in Paisley, 0°6. Of these deaths from epidemic diseases 169 were 
ascribed to measles, 128 of them being registered in Glasgow; 26 to scarlet fever, 
19 of them being registered in Glasgow; 27 to hooping-cough, 18 of them being 
registered in Glasgow ; 42 to diphtheria; 11 to enteric fever; 16 to diarrhceas; and 
5 to cerebro-spinal meningitis. Compared to the returns of January, deaths from 
measles are 39 fewer, from diarrhceas 7 fewer, and from enteric fever 4 fewer; but 
those from scarlet fever are of the same number, those from diphtheria are 4 more, 
from hooping-cough 1 more, and from cerebro-spinal meningitis 1 more. 

Deaths from influenza numbered 6; from puerperal septic conditions 4; from 
malignant diseases 155, of which 89 were ascribed to carcinoma, 13 to sarcoma, and 
53 to other or unspecified form of cancer. Deaths from heart disease numbered 265 ; 
from apoplexies 172 ; from premature birth debility 68 ; and from alcoholism 2. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 247; they constituted 9°8 per cent. of the 
total deaths of the month; they are 82 fewer than those registered in January, and 
70 fewer than those registered in February of last year. Deaths from bronchitis 
numbered 229; they constituted 9:1 per cent. of the total deaths of the month, and 
are 9 fewer than those registered in January, and 22 fewer than those registered in 
February of last year. 

Deaths from tuberculous disease numbered 284 ; they constituted 11°3 per cent. 
of the total deaths of the month; they are 23 fewer than those registered in 
January, and 36 fewer than those registered in February of last year. Of these 
deaths 178 were ascribed to phthisis; they constituted 7:1 per cent. of the total 
deaths of the month; they are 26 fewer than those registered in January, and 22 
fewer than those registered in February of last year. 

Deaths from violence numbered 89 ; of them 9 were ascribed to suicide, 4 being 
by hanging, 3 by cutting, and 1 each by coal-gas poisoning and opium poisoning. 

Among those whose deaths were registered during the month, there were 3 males 
and 13 females aged 90 years and upwards, the oldest being a widow aged 96 years. 


BirtHs, DEATHS, ETC., IN OTHER SELECTED REGISTRATION DISTRICTS, 


On page 30 there is given the usual monthly statement regarding births, marriages, and deaths 
in forty-eight selected registration districts. These districts have an estimated aggregate population 
of 825,659. Births registered in them during the month numbered 1545, marriages 224, and 
deaths 1063. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 24°4 per thousand, the marriage-rate 3°5 per 
thousand, and the death-rate 16°8 per thousand. Compared to the corresponding rates of the 
previous year, the birth-rate is 0°9 less, the marriage-rate 0°3 less, and the death-rate 0°2 less. 
Among the deaths registered in these districts during the month there were 42 from measles; 
7 from searlet fever ; 11 from hooping-cough ; 8 from diphtheria ; 4 from enteric fever ; 1 from typhus 
fever, which was registered in Govan ; 14 from diarrheeas ; 2 from laryngitis ; 214 from pneumonia, 
bronehitis, and pleurisy ; 128 from tuberculous disease ; and 1 from cerebro-spinal meningitis,

Mean barometric pressure, 29°380 inches; less than the average of 1856-1905 
by 0°482 inch. 

Mean temperature, 39°°1; greater by 0°*4. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 10°°5; greater by 0°°8. 

Rain, number of days, 23; greater by 8 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 3°85; greater by 0°98 inch. 

Wind, direction of: a 7 days’ excess of winds from S. and SW. 


Hence the month of February 1910 was characterised by an abnormally low mean 
pressure ; a slightly high mean temperature, with a slightly high mean daily range ; 
a high mean rainfall; and a large excess of winds from S. and SW. 

The mean pressure was 29°380 inches, or 0°482 inch below the normal, being 
decidedly the lowest mean pressure recorded for the month of February since 
observations were organised in 1856. The barometer was very unsteady throughout 
the month, and especially from 17th to 20th. At Leith the sea-level extremes were 
30°187 inches on 9th, and 28°379 inches on 20th. 

The mean temperature was 39°:1, or 0°°4 above the normal, the nights being 
of average temperature, but the days 0°°8 above. The third week was decidedly mild, 
whilst the coldest weather occurred about 9th and towards the end of the month. 

There was, however, no period of extreme cold such as had characterised each of 
the three preceding months. The extreme readings were 53° at Paisley on 5th, and 
18° at Perth on 9th. 

The mean rainfall was 3°85 inches, or 34 per cent. above the normal, and 
the month was on the whole the wettest February since 1903. At Dundee and 
Perth, however, there was a slight deficiency, whilst in the Edinburgh area the excess 
amounted to fully 60 per cent. At Paisley and Greenock there were only 2 days on 
which no precipitation occurred, and the month was remarkable rather for the 
frequency of the rainfall than for the heaviness of individual falls. The wettest 
period was from 16th to 21st, Greenock having 1°32 inch on 16th. 

The weather of the month was extemely unsettled, and from about 16th to 20th 
_ of a very stormy character. Snow occurred at times, and fog early in the month. 
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REPORT. 


Dvurine the month of March 1910 there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the births 
of 4054 living children, of whom 1980 were male and 2074 female. These 
births are 526 more than were registered in the previous month, February, but 
384 fewer than were registered in March of last year. The equivalent annual birth- 
rate is 25°2 per thousand of the estimated aggregate population of the eight towns, 
a rate which is 0:9 above that of February, but 2°8 below that of March of last year, 
and is the lowest March birth-rate recorded in these reports, the previous lowest 
being that of March 1907, which was 25:7. The birth-rate of the month ranged 
- from 29°3 in Greenock, to 22:1 in Perth. In Dundee it was 28:1; in Paisley, 26°8 ; 
in Glasgow, 25°8; in Aberdeen, 24°8; in Leith, 23:2; and in Edinburgh, 22°3, 

Of the 4054 births registered during the month, 287, or 7°1 per cent., were 
illegitimate. These births are 24 more than those registered in February, but 39 
fewer than those registered in March of last year. The illegitimate rate of the 
month is 0°4 below that of February, and 0°2 below that of March of last year. 
The illegitimate rate of the month ranged from 8°7 in Edinburgh and Aberdeen, to 
2°9 in Leith. In Dundee it was 7:1 ; in Perth, 7:1; in Glasgow, 7:0; in Greenock, 
6-0; and in Paisley, 4°2. 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 952. They are 202 more than 
those registered in February, and 123 more than those registered in March of last 
year. The equivalent annual marriage-rate is 5-9 per thousand, a rate which is 0°7 
above that of February, and the same amount above that of March of last year. 

Deaths registered in the eight towns during the month numbered 2680, 1316 
being of males, and 1364 of females. These deaths are 160 more than those 
registered during. February, but 765 fewer than those registered during March of 
last year. The equivalent annual death-rate is 16°7 per thousand, a rate which is 0°7 
below that of February, and 5:1 below that of March of last year, and is the 
lowest March death-rate recorded in these reports, the previous lowest being that 
of March 1905, which was 18:2. The death-rate of the month ranged from 23°7 
in Greenock, and 20°3 in Dundee, to 14°5 in Paisley. In Leith it was 18'1; in 
Glasgow, 16°5; in Aberdeen, 15:3; in Edinburgh, 15°1; and in Perth, 14:9. Com- 
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pared with the corresponding death-rates of last year that of Greenock is higher, 
but those of the remaining seven towns are lower. 

Of the 2680 deaths registered during the month, 924, or 34°4 per cent., were of 
children of less than five years old, and 733, or 27:4 per cent., were of persons of 
over sixty. The former are 127 more than those of February, but 194 fewer than 
those of March of last year. The latter are 16 fewer than those of February, and 
288 fewer than those of March of last year. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 538; they are 101 more 
than those of February, but 87 fewer than those of March of last year. The 
infantile mortality rate of the month amounts to 137 per thousand of the average 
monthly number of births registered in the eight towns during the preceding twelve 
months, a rate which is 15 above that of February, but 16 below that of March 
of last year, and which ranged from 214 in Greenock, to 75 in Perth. In Dundee 
it was 166; in Paisley, 155; in Leith, 151; in Glasgow, 134; in Edinburgh, 124; 
and in Aberdeen, 106. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 315; they are 19 more 
than those of February, but 62 fewer than those of March of last year. The equivalent 
annual death-rate from these causes is 2‘0 per thousand, a rate which is the same 
as that of February, but 0°4 below that of March of last year. ‘This death-rate 
ranged from 6‘7 in Greenock, to 0°6 in Perth, and 0:8 in Edinburgh and Aberdeen. 
In Leith it was 3°5; in Dundee, 3:3; in Glasgow, 2:0; and in Paisley, 1:1. Of 
these deaths from epidemic diseases 193 were ascribed to measles, 97 of them being 
registered in Glasgow, 32 in Dundee, 29 in Greenock, and 20 in Leith ; 20 were 
ascribed to scarlet fever; 37 to hooping-cough, 21 of which were in Glasgow ; 
31 to diphtheria; 9 to enteric fever; 23 to diarrhoea; and 2 to cerebro-spinal 
meningitis. Compared with the returns of February, deaths from measles are 24 more, 
from hooping-cough 10 more, and from diarrhcea 7 more, but those from diphtheria 
are 11 fewer, from scarlet fever 6 fewer, from cerebro-Spinal meningitis 3 fewer, 
and from enteric fever 2 fewer. 

Deaths from influenza numbered 8 ; from puerperal septic conditions 9; and from 
malignant disease 185, of which 109 were aseribed to carcinoma, 14 to sarcoma, and 
62 to other or unspecified form of cancer. Deaths from heart disease numbered 255 ; 
from apoplexy 176 ; from premature birth debility 82; and from alcoholism 6, 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 293, and constituted 10°9 per cent. of the 
total deaths of the month; they are 46 more than in February, but 156 fewer than 
in March of last year. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 174, and constituted 6°5 
per cent. of the total deaths of the month ; they are 55 fewer than in February, and 
196 fewer than in March of last year. | 

Deaths from tuberculous diseases numbered 301, and constituted 11-2 per cent. 
of the total deaths of the month; they are 17 more than in February, but 92 
fewer than in March of last year. Of the deaths from tuberculous disease 191 were 
ascribed to phthisis ; they are 13 more than in February, but 59 fewer than in March 
of last year. 

Deaths from violence numbered 99 ; of them 6 were ascribed to suicide, 4 being 
by hanging, and 1 each by gunshot and cutting. 

Among those whose deaths were registered during the month, 4 males and 14 


females were aged 90 years and upwards, the oldest of them being a retired engraver 
aged 98 years. 





BIRTHS, DEATHS, ETC., IN OTHER SELECTED REGISTRATION DISTRICTS. 


On page 46 there is given the usual monthly statement regarding births, deaths, and marriages 
in forty-eight selected registration districts. These districts have an estimated aggregate population 
of 825,659. Births registered in them during the month numbered 1719, marriages 321, and 
deaths 1200. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 24°5, the marriage-rate 4°6, and the death- 
rate 17:1. Compared with the corresponding death-rate of the previous year, the birth-rate is 
3°3 less, the marriage-rate 0°4 more, the death-rate 2°6 less. 

Among deaths registered in these districts during the month there were 74 from measles; 
10 from scarlet fever; 15 from hooping-cough ; 12 from diphtheria ; 2 from enteric fever; 1 from 
typhus fever ; 15 from diarrhoeas ; 1 from croup; 2 from laryngitis ; 188 from pneumonia, bronchitis, 


and pleurisy ; 170 from tubercule ; and 2 from cerebro-spinal meningitis, which occurred in Dun- 
fermline and in Shettleston respectively.

Mean barometric pressure, 30°055 inches ; greater than the average of 1856-1905 
by 0°241 inch. 

Mean temperature, 43°°3 ; greater by 3°°0. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 13°:1; greater by 1°°5. 

Rain, number of days, 11; less by 5 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 1°67; less by 0°79 inch. 

Wind, direction of: a 5 days’ excess of wind from between SE. and SW. 


Hence the month of March 1910 was characterised by a very high mean pressure ; 
a decidedly high mean temperature, with a high mean daily range; a low mean 
rainfall ; and a considerable excess of winds from a southerly quarter. 

The mean pressure was 30°055 inches, or 0°241 inch above the normal, and 
as much as 0°675 inch above the very low mean recorded for February. The 
barometer was somewhat unsteady about 9th and 16th, but from 18th onwards 
stood at a high level with but slight variations. At Leith the sea-level extremes 
were 30°611 inches on 31st, and 29°296 inches on 9th. 

_ The mean temperature was 43°:3, or 3°°0 above the normal, the days being 
3 °8 and the nights 2°°3 above their respective averages, and the month the mildest 
March experienced since 1893. The second and fourth weeks were especially mild, 
whilst somewhat low night temperatures occurred about 18th and at the end of the 
month. The extreme readings were 62° at Paisley on 30th, and 27° at Perth on 
28th and 29th. 
_ The mean rainfall was 1°67 inch, or 32 per cent. below the normal, the 
month being the driest March since 1900. The deficiencies at the individual towns 
ranged from 13 per cent. at Paisley to fully 40 per cent. at Edinburgh, Leith and 
Dundee. Rather heavy falls occurred on Ist, 0°90 inch at Paisley, and from 6th 
to 9th, and again about 16th, conditions were rather unsettled. From 18th onwards 
the weather was extremely fine, and rainless or all but so at all the towns. 

High winds occurred at the beginning and about the middle of the month ; slight 
falls of snow here and there on 18th; and a little fog at times during the settled 
weather of the last two weeks, 
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REPORT. 


Durine the month of April 1910 there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 
Hdinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the births 
of 4116 living children, of whom 2102 were male and 2014 female. These 
births are 62 more than those registered in these towns in March, but 227 fewer 
than those registered in April of last year. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 26°5 
per thousand of the estimated aggregate population of the eight towns, a rate which 
}is 1:3 above that of March, but 1°9 below that of April of last year. It is the 
lowest April birth-rate recorded in these reports, the previous lowest being that of 
} April 1909, which was 28°4. The birth-rate of the month ranged from 30°8 in 
' Greenock, to 20°8 in Edinburgh. In Glasgow it was 28°9; in Leith, 28°3; in 
| Perth, 27°8 ; in Paisley, 26:1 ; in Dundee, 25°6; and in Aberdeen, 24°4. 

_ Of the 4116 births registered during the month, 285, or 6°9 per cent., were 

| illegitimate. ‘These births are 2 fewer than in March, and 16 fewer than in April 
| of last year. The illegitimate rate is 0°2 less than in March, but is the same as 
| that of April of last year. The illegitimate rate of the month ranged from 8°4 in 
| Edinburgh, and 8:1 in Dundee, to 1°5 in Leith. In Aberdeen it was 7°3; in 
| Glasgow, 7:1; in Paisley, 7-0; in Perth, 4°7 ; and in Greenock, 4:3. 
| Marriages registered in the eight towns during the month numbered 1112; they 
jare 160 more than in March, but 52 fewer than in April of last year. The equiva- 
(lent annual marriage-rate is 7-2 per thousand, a rate which is 1°3 above that of 
| March, but 0°4 below that of April of last year. 
| Deaths registered in these towns during April numbered 2731 ; they are 51 more 
‘than in March, and 6 more than in April of last year. The equivalent annual death- 
\tate is 17°6 per thousand of the estimated aggregate population, a rate which is 0°9 
above that of March, but 0°2 below that of April of last year, and is lower than all 
corresponding April death-rates with the exception of that of 1905, which was 17:0. 
‘The death-rate of the month ranged from 28°8 in Dundee, and 26°3 in Greenock, to 
11-7 in Aberdeen. In Glasgow it was 17°7 ; in Edinburgh, 15°4 ; in Perth, 14:7 ; in 
Paisley, 13-8; and in Leith, 13:3. The death-rates of Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee 
and Greenock, were higher than those of the previous month, but the death-rates of 
Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith and Perth, were lower than those of the previous month.

Of the 2731 deaths, 1000, or 36°6 per cent., were of children of less than five 
years old, and 703, or 25:7 per cent., were of persons of over sixty. The former 
are 76 more than in March, and 81 more than in April of last year. The latter are 
30 fewer than in March, and 76 fewer than in April of last year. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 527; they are 11 fewer 
than in March, and 7 fewer than in April of last year. The equivalent infantile 
mortality rate per thousand of the average monthly number of births registered in 
the eight towns during the preceding twelve months is 140, a rate which is 3 above 
that of March, and 5 above that of April of last year, and which ranged from 259 in 
Dundee, and 191 in Greenock, in both of which towns there was an epidemic of 
measles, to 96 in Aberdeen, and 82 in Paisley. In Perth it was 154; in Edinburgh, 
141; in Glasgow, 128; and in Leith, 108. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 364; they are 49 more 
than in March, and 34 more than in April of last year. The equivalent annual death- 
rate from these causes is 2°3 per thousand, a rate which is 0:3 above that of March, 
and 0:1 above that of April of last year. ‘his death-rate ranged from 10°2 in 
Dundee, and 7°6 in Greenock, to 0°3 in Aberdeen and Perth. In Paisley it was 1:7; 
in Glasgow, 15; in Edinburgh, 1:4; and in Leith, 1:3. Of the deaths from 
epidemic diseases 254 were ascribed to measles, 118 being in Dundee, 57 in Glasgow, 
and 38 in Greenock ; 21 to scarlet fever; 27 to hooping-cough ; 28 to diphtheria ; 
1 to typhus fever, registered in Glasgow; 2 to enteric fever; 27 to diarrhcea 
and dysentery ; and 4 to cerebro-spinal meningitis, 3 being registered in Glasgow 
and 1 in Edinburgh. Compared with the returns of March, deaths from hooping- — 
cough are 10 fewer, from enteric fever 7 fewer, and from diphtheria 3 fewer, but 
those from scarlet fever and from typhus fever are each 1 more, those from cerebro- 
Spinal meningitis are 2 more, those from diarrhcea and dysentery are 4 more, and 
those from measles 61 more, 

Deaths from influenza numbered 4; from puerperal septic conditions 10; and from 
malignant diseases 159, of which 101 were ascribed to carcinoma, 7 to sarcoma, and 
51 to other or unspecified form of cancer. Deaths from heart disease numbered 269 ; 
from apoplexies 148 ; from premature birth debility 94; and from alcoholism 8, 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 294, and constituted 10°8 per cent. of the 
total; they are 1 more than in March, and 11 more than in April of last year. 
Deaths from bronchitis numbered 170, and constituted 6°2 per cent. of the total 
deaths of the month; they are 4 fewer than in March, and 53 fewer than in April 
of last year. 

Deaths from tuberculous diseases numbered 356, and constituted 13°0 per cent. 
of the total deaths of the month; they are 55 more than in March, but 1 fewer 
than in April of last year. Of these deaths 212 were ascribed to phthisis, being 21 
more than in March, but 19 fewer than in April of last year. 

Deaths from violence numbered 79 ; of them.9 were ascribed to suicide, 5 being 
by hanging, 3 by cutting, and 1 by coal gas poisoning. 

Among those whose deaths were registered during the month, there were 4 


males and 6 females aged 90 years and over, the oldest of them being a widow, aged 
96 years. 





BirtHs, DEATHS, ETC., IN OTHER SELECTED REGISTRATION DisTRIOTS. 


On page 62 there is given the usual monthly statement regarding births, deaths, and marriages 
registered in forty-eight selected registration districts. These districts have an estimated aggregate 
population of 825,659. Births registered in them during the month numbered 1805, marriages 
365, and deaths 1131. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 26°6, the marriage-rate 5'4, and the 
death-rate 16°7, Compared with the rates of April of last year, the birth-rate is 2°0 less, the 
marriage-rate 0°1 more, and the death-rate 01 more. 

Among the deaths registered in these districts there were 91 from measles, of which 24 were in 
Dumbarton, 12 in Shettleston, and 11 in Kilmarnock; 6 from scarlet fever; 22 from hooping- 
cough ; 11 from diphtheria ; 2 from enteric fever; 20 from diarrheas; 4 from laryngitis ; 181 from 
pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy ; 143 from tuberculous diseases; and 1 from cerebro-spinal 


meningitis. Among the deaths registered in Dumbarton during the month more than fifty per 
cent. were ascribed to measles,

Hence the month of April 1910 was characterised by a low mean pressure; a low 
mean temperature, with a slightly low mean daily range; an extremely high mean 
rainfall ; and a large excess of winds from between SW. and NW. 

The mean pressure was 29°746 inches, or 0°147 inch below the normal, The 
barometer was at times very unsteady, especially about 13th and 23rd, pressure at 
Leith falling below 29 inches on each of these days. The sea-level extremes there 
were 30°497 inches on Ist, and 28°906 inches on 13th. 

The mean temperature of 43°:3, or 1°°5 below the normal, was exactly the same 
as that for the preceeding month. Days were 1°°8 and nights 1°°3 below their 
respective averages, and the temperature deficiency appears to have been more 
decidedly marked in Western districts than in Eastern, During the first week or so 
there was a close approach to normal conditions, but thereafter temperature was 
occasionally much below the average, with touches of quite wintry weather under 
_ the influence of North-Westerly winds. The extreme readings were 61° at Perth on 

30th and 27° at the same place on 8th. | 

The mean rainfall of 3°63 inches was 74 per cent. above the normal, and the 
highest mean for April since 1871. ‘Ihere was an excess at all the towns, but whilst 
that at Dundee amounted to only 8 per cent., Edinburgh and Glasgow had fully 
twice, and Paisley much more than twice the average for the month. During the 
last 50 years a wetter April has been experienced at Edinburgh only in 1871, and at 
Glasgow only in 1867. On the other hand, at Aberdeen, Dundee, and Greenock the 
month was less wet than April of last year, whilst the number of days with rain was 
above the average, the greater part of the month’s rain was registered between 12th 
and 16th, when some heavy falls occurred. At Perth on 16th as much as 1°70 inch 
was registered, and at Edinburgh fully 1 inch. 

Stormy weather was experienced about the middle of the month; with snow in 
many districts on 15th and 16th, and during the fourth week. Thunder at Edin- 
burgh on 18th and 24th. —

JuRING the month of May 1910 there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 
idinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the births 
f 4290 living children, of whom 2121 were male and 2169 female. These 
irths are 174 more than those registered in the eight towns during April, and 
07 more than those registered during May of last year. The equivalent annual 
irth-rate is 26°7 per thousand of the estimated aggregate population of the eight 
Owns, a rate which is 0:2 above that of April, and 0:3 above that of May of last 
ear. The birth-rate of the month is lower than the corresponding rates of all 
tevious Mays with the exception of that of 1909. The birth-rate in the towns 
aried from 32°3 in Dundee, to 19:3 in Perth. In Leith it was 31°6, in Paisley 
0-2, in Greenock 28°3, in Glasgow 27:6, in Aberdeen 23°5, and in Edinburgh 21°9, 

Of the 4290 births, 328, or 7°6 per cent., were illegitimate. These births are 
3 more than those of April, and 38 more than those of May of last year. The ille- 
itimate rate is 0°7 above that of April, and the same amount above that of May of last 
ear. The illegitimate rate of the month ranged from 11:5 per cent. in Perth, to 5:0 
1 Paisley. In Aberdeen it was 9:2, in Edinburgh 8:2, in Dundee 7:7, in Glasgow 
‘6, in Leith 6°9, and in Greenock 6:2. 

Marriages registered in these towns during the month numbered 663; they 
te 449 fewer than those registered in April, but 54 more than those registered in 
lay of last year. The equivalent annual marriage-rate is 4:1 per thousand, which 
3°1 below that of April, but 0°3 above that of May of last year. 

Deaths registered in the eight towns during May numbered 2413, 1177 being of 
ale persons, and 1236 of females. They are 318 fewer than those registered in 
pril, and 139 fewer than were registered in May of last year. The equivalent 
mual death-rate is 15:0 per thousand, a rate which is 2°6 less than that of April, 
1d 1-1 less than that of May of last year, and is lower than all the May death-rates 
corded in these reports, which started in 1855. The death-rates of the eight towns 
nged from 23°5 in Dundee, to 10°7 in Aberdeen and 11°1 in Leith. In Greenock 

was 17:9, in Glasgow 15°1, in Paisley 14:5, in Perth 13:9, and in Edinburgh 
ie Compared with the corresponding death-rates of April, that of Paisley is 
gher, but those of the remaining seven towns are lower.

Of the 2413 deaths registered, 807, or 33:4 per cent., were of children of less 
than five years old, and 674, or 27:9 per cent., were of persons of over sixty. The 
former are 193 fewer than in April, and 24 fewer than in May of last year. The 
latter are 29 fewer than in April, and 16 fewer than in May of last year. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 435; they are 92 fewer 
than in April, and 57 fewer than in May of last year. The infantile mortality 
rate is 111 per thousand of the average number of births registered monthly in the 
eight towns during the last twelve months, a rate which is 29 less than that of April, 
and 9 less than that of May of last year. This rate ranged from 199 in Dundee, 
where there was an epidemic of measles, to 29 in Perth. In Greenock it was 114, 
in Glasgow 113, in Edinburgh 104, in Leith 103, in Paisley 84, and in 
Aberdeen 59. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 276; they are 88 fewer 
than those of April, but 21 more than those of May of last year. The equivalent 
annual death-rate from these causes is 1°7 per thousand, a rate which is 0°6 less 
than that of April, but 0°1 more than that of May of last year. In the towns this 
rate varied from 8°4 in Dundee and 2-9 in Greenock, to 0°1 in Aberdeen. In 
Paisley it was 1°8, in Glasgow 1°3, in Edinburgh 0°6, in Leith 0°5, and in Perth 0°3. 

There were no deaths from small-pox registered in the towns during the month, 
Deaths from measles numbered 184, 104 of them being registered in Dundee, where 
these deaths amounted to 30°6 per cent. of the total deaths of the month; the total 
deaths from measles are 70 fewer than in April, but 159 more than in May of last 
year. Deaths from scarlet fever numbered 20; from hooping-cough, 36; from 
diphtheria, 14; from enteric fever, 3; from diarrhoea and dysentery, 18; and from 
cerebro-spinal meningitis, 1. The last-named are 3 fewer than in April, and 7 fewer 
than in May of last year. 

Deaths from influenza numbered 6 ; from puerperal septic conditions 12; and from 
malignant disease 145, of which 84 were ascribed to carcinoma, 9 to sarcoma, and 52 
to other or unspecified form of cancer. Deaths from heart diseases numbered 242; 
from apoplexies 114; from premature birth debility 86 ; and from alcoholism 2. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 224, and constituted 9°3 per cent. of the 
total deaths of the month; they are 70 fewer than in April, and 39 fewer than in 
May of last year. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 166, and constituted 6:9 per 
cent. of the total deaths of the month ; they are 4 fewer than in April, but 10 more 
than in May of last year. 

Deaths attributed to tuberculous disease numbered 314, and constituted 13°0 per 
cent. of the total deaths of the month; they are 42 fewer than in April, and 28 
fewer than in May of last year. Of the deaths from tuberculous disease 189 were 
ascribed to phthisis, a number which is 23 fewer than in April, and 24 fewer than 
in May of last year. ; 

Deaths from violence numbered 71; of them 7 were suicidal, 2 being b 
hanging, 2 by drowning, 2 by coal-gas poisoning, and 1 by burning. 

Among those whose deaths were registered in these towns during the month 
there were 4 males and 6 females aged 90 years and upwards, the oldest being a 
commercial traveller aged 100 years. 


BrrtHs, DEATHS, ETC., IN OTHER SELECTED REGISTRATION DISTRICTS. 


On page 78 there is given the usual monthly statement regarding the births, deaths, and marriages 
registered in forty-eight selected registration districts. These districts have an estimated aggregate 
population of 825,659. Births registered in them during the month numbered 1938, — 
167, and deaths 1133. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 27°7, the marriage-rate 2°4, and the 
death-rate 16°2. Compared with the corresponding rates of last year, the birth-rate is 0°8 less, the 
martriage-rate 0°3 less, and the death-rate 0°9 more. 

Among the deaths registered in these districts during the month there were 40 from measles ; 
9 from scarlet fever; 30 from hooping-cough; 9 from diphtheria ; 7 from enteric fever ; 19 from 
diarrhceas ; 1 from croup ; 191 from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy ; and 173 from tubercle. 
There were no deaths from cerebro-spinal meningitis registered in these districts during the month, 
and this is the first month in which that has been the case since February 1909.

Hence the month of May 1910 was characterised by a rather low mean pressure ; 
a slightly high mean temperature, with a slightly low mean daily range; a slightly 
low mean rainfall ; and an excess of winds from between NW. and NE. 

The mean pressure was 29°876 inches, or 0°072 inch below the normal, the 
sea-level extremes at Leith being 30°394 inches on 24th and 29-146 inches on 6th. 

The mean temperature was 49°°9, or 0°°5 above the normal, the days being 0°:2 
and the nights 0°°8 above their respective averages. There was a slight excess at 
most of the towns, as much as 1°°5 at Perth, but at Edinburgh and Leith a slight 
deficiency. Generally speaking, temperature was low during the first half of the 
month, but fairly high thereafter. In the Edinburgh area, however, under the 
influence of easterly winds, decidedly cold weather was experienced until the end 
of the third week, the maximum thermometer at Leith failing to reach 50° on several 
days after the middle of the month. The extreme readings were 75° at Paisley on 
21st, and 29° at Perth on 9th. 

The mean rainfall was 1°93 inches, or 11 per cent. below the normal, Perth, 
with an aggregate of hardly more than 1 inch, had only half its normal amount, 
Greenock exactly the average, and Aberdeen an excess of 19 per cent. The month 
was notable for the absence of very heavy falls, the greatest daily amount at any of 
the towns being 0°52 inch at Dundee on 8th, where there were only two other days 
with falls of more than 0:10 inch. There was a large number of rainless days, whilst 
on several “‘days with rain” the amounts registered were but trifling. The wettest 
general days were 12th and 18th. 

Hail was rather frequent early in the month. Thunder at Perth on 13th, 21st 
and 26th; at Dundee on 21st; and in the west on 16th. 

A good deal of “haar” was experienced in the Edinburgh area, especially during 
the third week.

Durine the month of June 1910 there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the births 
of 4055 living children, of whom 2078 were male and 1977 female. These 
births are 235 fewer than were registered in these eight towns in May and 
157 fewer than those there registered in June of last year. The equivalent annual 
birth-rate is 26°1 per thousand of the estimated aggregate population of the eight 
towns, a rate which is 0°6 less than that of May, 1:4 less than that of June of last 
year, and is the smallest June birth-rate of the eight towns yet recorded, the previous 
lowest being that of June last, which was 27°5, The birth-rate of the month varied 
from 33°6 in Greenock, and 31°3 in Leith to 21°8 in Edinburgh, and 22°5 in Perth. 
In Glasgow it was 27:0, in Paisley, 26:7, in Dundee, 26:4, and in Aberdeen, 24°8. 

Of the 4055 births, 290, or 7:2 per cent., were illegitimate. These illegitimate 
births are 38 fewer than in May and 29 fewer than in June of last year. The 
illegitimate rate is 0:4 less than in May, and the same amount less than in June of 
last year. The illegitimate rate of the month varied from 9°5 in Dundee, to 3°6 
in Leith. In Edinburgh it was 8-7, in Perth 8°7, in Aberdeen 8:5, in Glasgow 6:6, 
in Paisley 6:3, and in Greenock 5:4. 

Marriages registered in the eight towns during the month numbered 1977; they 
are 1314 more than in May but 3 fewer than in June of last year. The equivalent 

annual marriage-rate is 12°7 per thousand, a rate which is 8°6 more. than that of 
May, but 0-2 less than that of June of last year. 

Deaths registered in the eight towns during the month numbered 2163; they are 
250 fewer than were there registered in May and 51 fewer than in June of last 
year. The equivalent annual death-rate is 13°9, which is 1°] less than that of May, 
0°5 less than that of June of last year, and is the lowest aggregate June death-rate 
of these eight towns yet recorded, the previous lowest being that of June of last year. 
The death-rate of the month varied from 20°4 in Dundee, to 11:0 in Aberdeen. In 
Greenock it was 15:1, in Perth 15-0, in Leith 14:0, in Glasgow 13°8, in Paisley 13:5, 
and in Edinburgh 12:5. Compared with the corresponding May death-rate those 
of peices, Leith, and Perth are higher, but those of the remaining five towns 
are lower. 
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Of the 2163 deaths registered in the eight towns during the month, 629, or 29-1 
per cent., were of children of less than five years old, and 598, or 27°6 per cent., 
were of persons of over sixty. The former are 178 fewer than in May, and 32 
fewer than in June of last year; the latter are 76 fewer than in May, and 5 fewer 
than in June of last year. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 382; they are 53 fewer 
than in May, and 1 fewer than in June of last year. The infantile mortality 
rate is 101 per thousand of the average number of births registered monthly during 
the previous twelve months, a rate which is 10 less than that of May, but 4 more than 
that of June of last year. This rate varied from 139 in Dundee to 69 in Leith. In 
Paisley it was 120, in Glasgow 103, in Edinburgh 92, in Aberdeen 88, in Greenock 
80, and in Perth 77. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 177; they are 99 fewer 
than in May, and 8 fewer than in June of last year, and are equal to an annual 
death-rate from these causes of 1'l per thousand, a rate which is 0°6 less than 
that of May, and 0:1 less than that of June of last year. In the towns this death- 
rate varied from 3:0 in Dundee, where measles was prevalent, to 0°3 in Aberdeen. 
In Paisley it was 2:2, in Leith 1°4, in Perth 1°3, in Glasgow 1°1, in Edinburgh 0°5, 
and in Greenock 0°5, 

There were no deaths from small-pox registered in the eight towns during the 
month. Deaths from measles numbered 56, of which 22 were in Dundee. From 
scarlet fever deaths numbered 20; from hooping-cough, 38; from diphtheria, 20 ; 
from typhus fever, 5, all of which were registered in Leith; from enteric fever, 4; 
from cerebro-spinal meningitis, 4; and. from diarrhoea and dysentery, 30. Compared 
with the returns of the previous month deaths from measles are 128 fewer, but those 
from scarlet fever are of the same number, from enteric fever 1 more, from hooping- 
cough 2 more, from cerebro-spinal meningitis 3 more, from typhus fever 5 more, 
from diphtheria 6 more, and from diarrhoea and dysentery 12 more. 

The total deaths from diarrhceal diseases, including those registered as diarrhea, 
dysentery, infective enteritis, enteritis and gastro enteritis, numbered 83; they are 
23 more than in May and 19 more than in June of last year. 

Deaths from influenza numbered 2; from puerperal septic conditions 6; and from 
malignant disease 158, of which 93 were ascribed to carcinoma, 6 to sarcoma, and 59 
to other or unspecified form of cancer. Deaths from heart disease numbered 217 ; 
from apoplexies 127 ; from premature birth debility 66 ; and from alcoholism 2, 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 170, and constituted 7°9 per cent. of the 
total deaths of the month; they are 54 fewer than in May, and 83 fewer than in 
June of last year. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 100, and constituted 4°6 per 
cent. of the total deaths of the month ; they are 66 fewer than in May, and 13 fewer 
than in June of last year. 

Deaths from tuberculous disease numbered 336, and constituted 15:5 per cent. — 
of the total deaths of the month ; they are 22 more than in May, but 18 fewer than 
in June of last year. Of these deaths 212 were ascribed to phthisis, which number 
is 23 more than in May, and 15 more than in June of last year. 

Deaths from violence numbered 89; of them 10 were suicidal, 5 being by hang-— 
ing, 2 by poisoning, and one each by precipitation, cutting, and by unstated means. 

Among those whose deaths were registered during the month, 2 males and 3 
females were aged 90 years and upwards, the oldest being a retired flax-merchant, 
aged 94 years. 


BrrTHs, DEATHS, ETC., IN OTHER SELECTED REGISTRATION DISTRICTS. 


On page 94 there is given the usual monthly statement regarding the births, deaths, and marriages 
in forty-eight selected registration districts. These districts have an estimated aggregate population 
of 825,659. Births registered in them during the month numbered 1798, marriages 664, and 
deaths 968. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 26°5, the marriage-rate 9°8, and the death-rate 
14°3. Compared with the corresponding rates of June 1909, the birth-rate is 2°2 less, and the 
marriage-rate 1°6 less, but the death-rate is 0°8 more. 

Among the deaths registered in these districts during the month there were 32 from measles ; 
8 from scarlet fever; 22 from hooping-cough ; 9 from diphtheria; 4 from enteric fever; 22 from 
all diarrhoeal diseases ; 1 from croup ; 126 from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy ; 152 from 
tuberculous disease ; and 4 from cerebro-spinal meningitis.

Mean barometric pressure, 29°884 inches; less than the average of 1856-1905 
by 0:065 inch. 

Mean temperature, 55°°8 ; greater by 0°°4. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 16°:2; greater by 0°:9. 

Rain, number of days, 12; less by 1 day. 

Rain, depth in inches, 1°67 ; less by. 0°58 inch. 

Wind, direction of: a 5 days’ excess of winds from between N, and E. 


Hence the month of June 1910 was characterised by a rather low mean pressure ; 


_aslightly high mean temperature, with a slightly high mean daily range; a rather 
_low mean rainfall; and an excess of winds from NE. 


The mean pressure was 29°884 inches, or 0:065 inch below the normal, being 


/ almost the same as that for May. ‘There were no very rapid movements of the 
barometer, and at Leith pressure was above 30 inches from 5th—8th and from 14th- 
_ 20th, the sea-level extremes there being 30°368 inches on 16th and 29-300 inches 


on 28th. 


The mean temperature was 55°:8, or 0°°4 above the normal, the nights practically 


_ agreeing with their average but the days being 0°°8 above. Paisley had an excess 
of 1°°3, Edinburgh, Aberdeen, and Perth practically agreed with the normal, and the 
mean for Dundee was deficient by 0°°7. Early in the month, with light North- 


er 


_ Easterly winds, temperature was rather below the average, but thereafter the weather 


was as a rule rather warmer than the normal with highest temperatures from 10th to 


12th. The extreme readings were 79° at Perth on 12th, and 35°, also at Perth, 
on 6th. 


The mean rainfall was 1-67 inch, or 26 per cent. below the normal, Aberdeen 


had only one-quarter of its average amount and the other Eastern towns a deficiency 


of from 40 to 50 per cent. In the west, Greenock had a slight deficiency, Paisley 


practically the average, and Glasgow (Belvidere) an excess of 15 per cent, but 
Glasgow Observatory a deficiency. From lst to 18th there were many rainless days, 
' but rather heavy falls at Paisley and Greenock on 10th with a thunderstorm. From 


19th onwards conditions were rather unsettled especially between 20th and 23rd: 


_ at Dundee the wettest day of the month was the 28th. 


Thunder, or thunderstorms, occurred in the West on 9th and 10th, and very 


_ generally between 20th and 23rd. The accompanying rainfalls were of considerable 
intensity but comparatively short duration, and, as regards the chief towns, the 


heaviest fall in one day was 0°74 inch at Glasgow (Belvidere) on 22nd.

- Durine the month of July 1910 there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the births 
of 3725 living children, of whom 1855 were males and 1870 females. These 
births are 330 fewer than were registered in these towns in June, and 183 
fewer than were there registered in July of last year. The equivalent annual 
birth-rate is 23°2 per thousand of the estimated aggregate population of the eight 
towns, a rate which is 2°9 below the birth-rate for June, and 1°5 below the rate 
for July of last year. It is the lowest July birth-rate recorded in these Reports, the 
previous lowest being that for July of last year, which was 24°7 per thousand. The 
_birth-rate for the month varied from 31:2 in Greenock to 17°6 in Edinburgh. In 
_ Perth it was 27-5, in Dundee, 25°5, in Glasgow, 24°4, in Paisley, 24°3, in Aberdeen, 
_ 22-7; and in Leith, 20°6. 

Of the 3725 births, 284, or 7°6 per cent., were illegitimate. These illegitimate 
births are 6 fewer than were registered in June and 21 fewer than were registered 
in July of last year. The illegitimate rate is 0-4 higher than in June, but 0-2 less 
than in July of last year. The illegitimate rate varied from 10-0 in Edinburgh to 

_ 2°6 in Greenock. In Dundee it was 8:4, in Glasgow, 7°9, in Aberdeen, 7°5, in Perth, 
6°9, in Paisley, 5:2, and in Leith, 3°9. 

Marriages registered in the eight towns during the month numbered 1763; they 
are 214 fewer than were registered in the previous month, but 14 more than were 
registered in the corresponding month of last year. The equivalent annual marriage- 
rate is 11:0 per thousand, a rate which is 1'7 below that for June, but is the 
same as that for July of last year. 

Deaths registered in the eight towns during the month numbered 1888 ; they are 
275 fewer than in June, and 93 fewer than in July of last year. The equivalent 
annual death-rate is 11°8, which is 2°1 less than in June, and 0°7 less than in July 
of last year. It is the lowest death-rate for these towns recorded in any of these 

monthly reports, the previous lowest being that for October of last year, which was 
12°2. The death-rate for the month varied from 14°2 in Perth to 9°6 in Leith. 
In Greenock it was 13:6, in Dundee, 13°5, in Glasgow, 12:2, in Edinburgh, 11°3, in 
Paisley, 10:1, and in Aberdeen, 9:7. Compared with the corresponding death-rate

The former are 64 fewer than in June, and 23 
fewer than in July of last year; the latter‘are 95 fewer than in June, and 47 fewer 
than in July of last year. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 341; they are 41 fewer 
than in June, and 15 fewer than in July of last year. The infantile mortality 
rate is 88 per thousand of the average monthly number of births registered in the 
eight towns during the past twelve months, a rate which is 13 less than in June, 
but 1 more than in July of last year. This rate varied from 116 in Perth to 67 in 
Aberdeen. In Glasgow it was 99, in Dundee 97, in Leith 79, in Paisley 74, in 
Greenock 70, and in Edinburgh 68, 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 141; they are 36 fewer

No deaths from small-pox were recorded in the eight towns during the month. 
Deaths from measles numbered 23; from scarlet fever 19; from hooping-cough, 30, 
of which 25 occurred in Glasgow; from diphtheria, 28; from enteric fever, 11; 
from cerebro-spinal meningitis, 3; and from diarrhcea and dysentery, 27. Compared 
with the returns for the previous month, deaths from measles are 33 fewer, from 
hooping-cough 8 fewer, from diarrhoea and dysentery 3 fewer, from scarlet fever and 
from cerebro-spinal meningitis each 1 fewer, but those from enteric fever are 7 more, 
and those from diphtheria are 8 more. 

The total deaths from diarrhoeal diseases, including those registered as due to 
diarrhoea, dysentery, infective enteritis, enteritis, and gastro-enteritis, numbered 76 ; 
they are 7 fewer than in June, but are 16 more than in July of last year. 

Deaths from influenza numbered 2; from puerperal septic conditions 6; and from 
malignant disease 145, of which 87 were ascribed to carcinoma, 4 to sarcoma, and 54 
to other or unspecified form of cancer. Deaths from heart disease numbered 200; 
from apoplexies 102; from premature birth debility 63 ; and from alcoholism 1, 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 161, and constituted 8°5 per cent. of the 
total deaths for the month; they are 9 fewer than in June, but are 3 more than in 
July of last year. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 81, and constituted 4°3 per 
cent. of the total deaths for the month; they are 19 fewer than in June, but 5 more 
than in July of last year. 

Deaths from tuberculous disease numbered 284, and constituted 15:0 per cent. 
of the total deaths; they are 52 fewer than in June, and 2 fewer than in July of 
last year. Of these deaths 167 were ascribed to phthisis, those deaths being 45 
fewer than in June, but 4 more than in July of last year. 

Deaths from violence numbered 77 ; of them 7 were suicidal, 4 being by hang- 
ing, 2 by gunshot wounds, and 1 by cutting. 

Among those whose deaths were registered during the month, 3 males and 8 
females were aged 90 years and upwards, the oldest being a housekeeper aged 97 
years. 


BirTHS, DEATHS, ETC., IN OTHER REGISTRATION DISTRICTS. 


On page 110 is given the usual monthly statement regarding the births, deaths, and 
marriages recorded in forty-eight registration districts. These districts have an estimated aggregate 
population of 825,659. Births registered in them during the month numbered 1716, marriages 
667, and deaths 879. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 24'5, the marriage-rate 9°5, and the 
death-rate 12°5. Compared with the corresponding rates for July of last year, the birth-rate is 
0°5 less, the marriage-rate 1°1 more, and the death-rate 0°5 more. 

Among the deaths registered in these districts during the month there were 12 from measles ; 
7 from scarlet fever; 13 from hooping-cough; 8 from diphtheria ; 3 from enteric fever; 29 from 
all diarrhoeal diseases; 1 from croup ; 101 from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy; 132 from 
tubercle ; and 2 from cerebro-spinal meningitis, which occurred in Dumbarton and in Govan 
respectively.

HIGHT OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS IN SCOTLAND, 


Reduced and corrected as heretofore for instrumental errors, give for their 
mean position, 2.¢., Lat. 56°-12’ N., and Long. 3°°30’ W., and height 151 
feet above the sea-level, 


For the month of AUGUST 1910. 


Mean barometric pressure, 29°769 inches; less than the average of 1856-1905 
by 0:089 inch. 

Mean temperature, 58°'1; greater by 0°°6. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 12°°5; less by 1°°6. 

Rain, number of days, 22; greater by 5 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 6°84; greater by 3°31 inch. 

Wind, direction of: a 6 days’ excess of winds from between N.E. and 8.E. 


Hence the month of August 1910 was characterised by a rather low mean pressure; 


a slightly high mean temperature, with a rather low mean daily range; an extremely 


high mean rainfall ; and an excess of winds from an Easterly quarter. 
The mean pressure was 29°769 inches, or 0°089 inch below the normal. At 


Leith pressure reached 30 inches only from 9th to 11th, on 13th and 14th, and on 


31st, the sea-level extremes there being 30:184 inches on 31st, and 29°151 inches 
on 26th. 

The mean temperature was 58°1, or 0°°6 above the normal, the days being of 
average temperature but the nights decidedly above the average. At Edinburgh, 
Leith, and Perth the excess was fully 1°. Early in the month there was a recovery 
from the generally cold conditions of July, and temperature was on the whole above 
the normal till about 20th, with highest readings from 10th to 12th, Thereafter 


decidedly cold weather was experienced, with lowest readings about 23rd. The 


extremes were 75° at Perth and Paisley on 12th, and 40° at Greenock on 24th. 

The mean rainfall was 6°84 inches, or as much as 97 per cent. above the normal. 
This mean for the chief towns has been exceeded in August, since observations were 
organised in 1856, only in 1861 and in 1877, Paisley, Perth, and Dundee had 
more than twice their normal amounts, and at Dundee the month was the wettest 
August on record. At Glasgow (Observatory) the total of 6°64 inches was slightly 


"below that for 1895, and at Edinburgh the total of about 5 inches fell far short of 


an aggregate of more than 8 inches for August 1877. Rain early in the month was 
followed by a fine spell from 5th to 10th, whilst from 14th to 30th conditions were 
continuously unsettled, with daily falls of more than one inch at Paisley on 14th, 
at Dundee, Paisley, and Greenock on 20th, at Edinburgh on 24th, and over wide 
areas on 25th and 28th. Exceptionally heavy rains were experienced in Central 
Perthshire, Crieff having more than 11 inches for the month, and for the three days 


28rd to 25th as much as 5:19 inches, of which 3°50 inches fell in 23 hours, 


The heavy rainstorms of the latter part of the month were accompanied 
by somewhat frequent thunderstorms, and in many districts destructive flooding 
occurred. 


Abstract of Meteorological Observations. 
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REPORT. 


Durine the month of September 1910 there were registered in the eight towns of 
Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the 
births of 3445 living children, of whom 1/78 were male and 1667 female. These 

births are 317 fewer than those registered in the eight towns during August, and 120 
fewer than those there registered in September of last year. The equivalent annual 
birth-rate is 22°2 per thousand of the estimated aggregate population of the eight 

towns, a rate which is 1-2 less than that of August, 11 less than that of September 
of last year, and is the lowest monthly birth-rate for the eight towns recorded in 
these Reports, which now cover a period of fully fifty-five years. The previous 
lowest monthly birth-rate for any corresponding month was that for September of 
last year, which was 23:3. The birth-rate of the month varied from 30°6 in Greenock 

to 16°3 in Perth, and 18:2 in Edinburgh. In Dundee it was 24:0, in Glasgow 23:3, 
in Leith 23-0, in Aberdeen 21-3, and in Paisley 20°3. : 

Of the 3445 births, 250, or 7:3 per cent., were illegitimate. ‘The illegitimate 
| births are 49 fewer than in August, and 33 fewer than in September of last year. 
The illegitimate rate is 0°6 less than in August, and the same amount less than in 
‘September of last year. The illegitimate rate of the month ranged from 10-0 in 
Edinburgh to 3°8 in Greenock. In Aberdeen it was 8°3, in Perth 8°0, in Dundee 
15, in Glasgow 6°8, in Paisley 5-8, and in Leith 5°5. 

_ Marriages registered in these towns during the month numbered 1095 ; they are 120 
imore than were registered in August, but 6 fewer than were registered in September 
lof last year. The equivalent annual marriage-rate is 7:0 per thousand, a rate which 
1s 0-9 more than that of August, but 0°2 less than that of September of last year. 

Deaths registered in the eight towns during the month numbered 2086, 1013 
| being of males, and 1073 of females. These deaths are 83 fewer than those registered 
}in August, but 107 more than those registered in September of last year. The 
‘equivalent annual death-rate is 13°4 per thousand, a rate which is 0°1 less than that 

of August, but 0-5 more than that of September of last year, and which ranged from 
17-0 in Perth to 11-1 in Leith. In Dundee it was 16°7, in Greenock 15°9, in 

Glasgow 13-4, in Paisley 12°9, in Edinburgh 12°8, and in Aberdeen 11:3, In 
|Edinburgh, Aberdeen, Leith, and Perth, the September death-rate was above that 

for August, but in Glasgow, Dundee, Paisley, and Greenock it was below. 

Of the 2086 deaths, 735, or 35:2 per cent., were of children of less than five 
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years old, and 520, or 24°9 per cent., were of persons of over sixty. The former 
are 15 more than in August, and 104 more than in September of last year. The 
latter are 31 fewer than in August, but 9 more than in September of last year. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 497; they are 8 more 
than in August, and 95 more than in September of last year. The infantile mortality 
rate of the month is 133 per thousand of the monthly average number of births 
registered in the eight towns during the past twelve months, a rate which is 7 more 
than that of August, and 31 more than that of September of last year. This rate 
varied from 204 in Dundee, and 180 in Greenock, to 76 in Perth. In Paisley it was 
154, in Aberdeen 136, in Glasgow 129, in Edinburgh 96, and in Leith 94. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 216; they are 14 fewer 
than in August, but 43 more than in September of last year. The equivalent annual 
death-rate from these causes is 1-4 per thousand, a rate which is the same as that 
of August, but 0°3 more than that of September of last year. In the towns this 
rate varied from 2°6 in Dundee, and 2°3 in Perth, to 0°7 in Aberdeen, and 0°8 in 
Edinburgh. In Greenock it was 1°7, in Paisley 1°6, in Glasgow 1°5, and in Leith 1:3. 

There were no deaths from small-pox or typhus fever registered in the eight towns 
during the month. Deaths from measles numbered 7; from scarlet fever 21; from 
hooping-cough 36; from diphtheria 43; from enteric fever 8; and from cerebro- 
spinal meningitis 1. Compared with the returns of the previous month, deaths 
from measles are 5 fewer, and from cerebro-spinal meningitis 3 fewer, but those 
from scarlet fever, hooping-cough, and enteric fever are each 1 more, and those from 
diphtheria 21 more. 

Deaths from diarrhoeal diseases, including those registered as due to enteritis 
and gastro-enteritis, numbered 213; they are 6 fewer than in August, but 93 more 
than in September of last year. 

Deaths from influenza numbered 3; from puerperal septic conditions 6; and from 
malignant disease 156, of which 80 were ascribed to carcinoma, 8 to sarcoma, and 
68 to other or unspecified form of cancer. Deaths from heart disease numbered 196; 
from apoplexies 113; from premature birth debility 76 ; and from alcoholism 7, 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 132, and constituted 6°3 per cent. of the total 
deaths of the month; they are 10 more than in August, and 17 more than in 
September of last year. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 94, and constituted 4°5 
per cent. of the total deaths; they are 7 more than in August, and 20 more than in 
September of last year. 

Deaths from tuberculous diseases numbered 252, and constituted 12:1 per cent. 
of the total deaths of the month ; they are 5 fewer than in August, and 20 fewer than 
in September of last year. The monthly death-rate from tuberculosis was 1°6 per 
thousand, a rate which ranged from 2°5 in Greenock, 2°1 in Dundee, and 2:0 in 
Paisley, to 0°3 in Perth. In Glasgow it was 1:6, in Aberdeen 1°6, in Edinburgh 1-4, 
and in Leith 1‘l. Of the deaths from tuberculous disease 162 were ascribed to 
phthisis, which deaths are 12 more than in August, and 8 more than in September 
of last year. 

Deaths from violence numbered 80 ; of them 7 were suicidal, 2 being by hanging, 
3 by poisoning, 1 by cutting, and 1 by drowning. 

Among those whose deaths were registered during the month, 1 male and 7 
females were aged 90 years and upwards, the oldest being a widow whose age was 
registered as about 105, 


BrrtHs, DEATHS, ETC., IN OTHER SELECTED REGISTRATION DISTRICTS. 


On page 142 there is given the usual monthly statement regarding the births, marriages, and deaths 
registered in forty-eight selected registration districts. These districts have an estimated aggregate 
population of 825,659. Births registered in them during the month numbered 1547, marriages 389, 
and deaths 826. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 228 per thousand, the marriage-rate 5°7, and 
the death-rate 12°2. Compared with the rates for September of last year, the birth-rate is 1°8 
lower, the marriage-rate 0°5 higher, and the death-rate 0°2 higher. ° 

Among the deaths registered in these districts during the month there were 9 from measles ; 13 
from scarlet fever; 18 from hooping-cough; 21 from diphtheria; 4 from enteric fever; 73 from 
diarrhoeal diseases ; 87 from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy ; 105 from tubercle; and 1 from 
cerebro-spinal meningitis.

Mean barometric pressure, 30°216 inches; greater than the average of 1856-1905 
by 0°340 inch. 

Mean temperature, 54°°5; greater by 0°°7. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 13°:9; greater by 0°°6, 

Rain, number of days, 10; less by 6 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 1°16; less by 2:06 inches. 

Wind, direction of: a 3 days’ excess of winds from N. and E. 

Hence the month of September 1910 was characterised by an abnormally high 
mean pressure; a slightly high mean temperature, with a slightly high mean daily 
range ; an extremely low mean rainfall; and a slight excess of winds from N. and E. 

The mean pressure of 30°216 inches was 0°340 inch above the normal, and 
nearly half an inch above the mean for August, Since observations were organised 
more than 50 years ago, this high pressure has been equalled in September only in 
1894. At Leith the barometer was continuously above 30 inches until 25th, the 
sea-level extremes there being 30°513 inches on 17th, and 29°751 inches on 28th. 

The mean temperature was 54°°5, or 0°'7 above the normal, the days being about 
1°-0, and the nights about 0°°5 above their respective averages. Dundee had 
practically its average temperature, bus the other towns an excess of varying amount. 
At no time did the temperature differ greatly from the normal, lowest readings 
occurring uniformly on 20th, the highest, as a rule, on 4th or 24th. The extremes 
were 73° at Perth on 4th, and 37° at Glasgow, Dundee, and Perth on 20th. 

The mean rainfall was 1°16 inch, or 64 per cent. below the normal. In all 
parts of the country there was a great deficiency, and large areas along the Kast Coast 
received less than 1 inch of rain. All the towns had less than half their normal 
amounts. In comparison with former dry Septembers, that of 1907 on the West Coast 
was at least as dry, and that of 1906 on the East Coast; but considering the towns as 
a whole, the month has been exceeded in dryness only in 1894, when merely nominal 
amounts were recorded and the mean for the towns was less than half an inch. 
There were many rainless days, and from 12th to 23rd there was a practically rainless 
spell. The month’s totals were largely made up of moderate falls on Ist or 2nd, 
10th and 28th. 

During the third week fog occurred on the East Coast. 
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REPORT. 


Durine the month of October 1910 there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the births of 
3625 living children, of whom 1844 were male and 1781 female. These births 
are 180 more than were registered in the eight towns during September, but 7 fewer 
than were there registered during October of last year. The equivalent annual birth- 
rate is 22°6 per thousand of the estimated aggregate population of the eight towns, 
a rate which is 0°4 above that for September, but 0°3 less than that for October of 
last year. It is the lowest October birth-rate recorded in these Reports, the previous 
lowest being that of October 1909, which was 22°9. The birth-rate of the month 
varied from 27°9 in Greenock to 19°4 in Edinburgh. In Dundee it was 24°4, in 
Leith 24°3, in Glasgow 23:0, in Aberdeen 22°8, in Paisley 21°9, and in Perth 21-2. 

Of the 3625 children, 277, or 7°6 per cent., were illegitimate. ‘These illegitimate 
children are 27 more than those registered in September, and 26 more than those 
registered in October of last year. The illegitimate rate is 0°3 above that of 
September, and 0°7 above that of October of last year. The illegitimate rate of 
the month varied from 11°9 in Perth and 9°3 in Edinburgh to 5:0 in Leith. In 
Aberdeen it was 8:1, in Glasgow 7:5, in Paisley 6:9, in Dundee 6°8, and in 
Greenock 6°3. 

Marriages registered in the eight towns during the month numbered 1055; they 
are 40 fewer than in September, but 156 more than in October of last year. The 
equivalent annual marriage-rate is 6°6 per thousand, a rate which is 0-4 less than 
that of September, but 0°9 above that of October of last year. 

Deaths registered in the eight towns during the month numbered 2095; they 
are 9 more than were registered in September, and 158 more than were registered 
in October of last year. The equivalent annual death-rate is 13°0 per thousand, a 
rate which is 0:4 below that of September, but 0°8 above that of October of last 
year. It varied from 15°9 in Dundee and 15°5 in Perth to 10°3 in Aberdeen. In 
Greenock it was 14:7, in Glasgow 13°2, in Edinburgh 13-0, in Paisley 11-7, and in 
Leith 11:0. The Edinburgh death-rate is slightly above that of September, but the 
death-rates of the remaining seven towns are below those of September. 
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Of the 2095 deaths, 691, or 33 per cent., were of children of less than five 
years old, and 600, or 28°6 per cent., were of persons of over sixty. The former 
are 44 fewer than in September, but 95 more than in October of last year. The ~ 
latter are 80 more than in September, and 56 more than in October of last year. i 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 446; they are 51 fewer 
than in September, but 61 more than in October of last year. The infantile mortality — 
rate of the month amounts to 115 per thousand of the monthly average number ~ 
of births registered in the eight towns during the last twelve months, a rate which 
is 18 less than that of September, but 21 more than that of October of last year. 
This rate varied from 138 in Paisley to 97 in Aberdeen. In Dundee it was 136, in © 
Greenock 133, in Edinburgh 115, in Glasgow 112, in Leith 106, and in Perth 100. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 179; they are 37 fewer 
than in September, but 25 more than in October of last year. The equivalent annual 
death-rate from these causes is 1*l per thousand, a rate which is 0°3 less than in 
September, but 0°l more than in October of last year. This rate varied from 4°] © 
in Perth and 2°3 in Dundee to 0°3 in Aberdeen and 0° in Edinburgh. In — 
Greenock it was 1°3, in Glasgow 1°2, in Paisley 1-0, and in Leith 1:0. 

There were no deaths registered in these towns from small-pox or from typhus 
fever. Deaths from measles numbered 5; from scarlet fever 21; from hooping- 
cough 29; from diphtheria 57; from enteric fever 9; and from cerebro-spinal 
meningitis 3, Compared with the returns of the previous month, deaths from — 
diphtheria are 14 more, from cerebro-spinal meningitis 2 more, and from enteric 
fever 1 more, but those from scarlet fever are of the same number, those from 
measles 2 fewer, and from hooping-cough 7 fewer. 

Deaths from diarrhceas, including those certified as due to dysentery, enteritis 
and gastro-enteritis, numbered 122; they are 91 fewer than in September. 

Deaths from influenza numbered 4; from puerperal septic conditions 9; and from 
malignant disease 174, of which 94 were ascribed to carcinoma, 12 to sarcoma, and © 
68 to other or unspecified form of cancer. Deaths from heart disease numbered 170 ; 
from apoplexies 109; from premature birth debility 86; and from alcoholism 5, 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 209, and constituted 10°0 per cent. of the total — 
deaths of the month; they are 77 more than in September, and 31 more than in 
October of last year. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 123, and constituted 5-9 
per cent. of the total deaths of the month; they are 29 more than in September, 
and 10 more than in October of last year. . 

Deaths from tuberculous diseases numbered 235, and constituted 11:2 per cent. 
of the total deaths of the month; they are 17 fewer than in September, but 12 more 
than in October of last year. Of these 235 deaths, 151 were ascribed to phthisis. — 
The equivalent annual death-rate from tubercle is 1°5 per thousand, a rate which ~ 
varied from 2°4 in Dundee to 1:1 in Leith. In Perth it was 1:9, in Greenock 1°6, 
in Glasgow 1-5, in Edinburgh 1°3, in Paisley 1:3, and in Aberdeen 1:2. 

Deaths from violence numbered 99; of them 15 were suicidal, 9 being by hanging, 
2 each by gunshot and precipitation, and one each by cutting and coal-gas poisoning. 

Among those whose deaths were registered in the eight towns during the month, 


3 men and 7 women were aged 90 years and upwards, the oldest being a retired nurse 
aged 95. 


BrrtHs, DEATHS, ETC., IN OTHER SELECTED REGISTRATION DisTRIcTs, 


On page 158 there is given the usual monthly statement regarding the births, marriages, and deaths — 
registered in forty-eight selected registration districts. These districts have an estimated aggregate — 
population of 825,659. Births registered in them during the month numbered 1629, marriages 331, — 
and deaths 921. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 23°2 per thousand, the marriage-rate 4:7, and — 
the death-rate 13‘1. Compared with the rates for October of last year, the birth-rate is 1°2 — 
lower, the marriage-rate 0°2 higher, and the death-rate 1°8 higher. ‘ 

Among the deaths registered in these districts during the month there were 16 from measles ; 12 — 
from scarlet fever; 19 from hooping-cough ; 19 from diphtheria ; 9 from enteric fever; 59 from 
diarrheal diseases; 130 from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy ; and 86 from tubercle. There 
were no deaths from cerebro-spinal meningitis,

Mean barometric pressure, 30°050 inches; greater than the average of 1856-1905 
by 0°230 inch. 

Mean temperature, 50°'1 ; greater by 3°°2. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 11°:1; less by 0°°5. 

Rain, number of days, 12; less by 5 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 2°33 ; less by 1°18 inch. 

Wind, direction of: a 7 days’ excess of winds from N., N.E., and E. 

Hence the month of October 1910 was characterised by a very high mean 
pressure; a very high mean temperature, with a slightly low mean daily range ; 
a low mean rainfall ; and a large excess of winds from a North-Easterly quarter. 

The mean pressure was 30°050 inches, or 0°230 inch above the normal. At Leith 
the barometer was above 30 inches from 4th to 7th, from 13th to 17th, from 22nd 
to 27th, and on 30th. A rapid fall—more than 1 inch in twenty-four hours—took 
' place on 3ilst, and the range for the month was unusually large, the sea-level 
extremes at Leith being 30°709 inches on 14th, and 28°809 on 3ist. 

The mean temperature was 50°:1, or 3°°2 above the normal, the days being 2°:9 
and the nights 3°:4 above their respective averages. The excess was everywhere 
well marked, reaching nearly 4° at Leith. Extremely mild conditions prevailed 
during the first week, for which the mean temperature along the East Coast was as 
high as that experienced in the middle of July, whilst the coldest period was from 
about 13th to 20th. Highest readings occurred on Ist or 6th, but at Dundee on 
5th, and lowest as a rule on 20th, the extremes being 70° at Perth on 6th and 32° 
at the same place on 13th and 20th. 

The mean rainfall was 2°33 inches, or 34 per cent. below the normal, Leith 
had fully its average amount, and Edinburgh only a trifling deficiency, but elsewhere 
there was a well-marked shortage. Moderate falls on 2nd were followed by an 
almost rainless spell till 17th, and again from 19th to 30th there was nowhere any 
rain of importance. On 18th, and again on 31st, heavy rainstorms occurred. On 
the former day the Edinburgh area received more than 1 inch and Leith rather 
more than half the total for the entire month, whilst on 3lst Greenock had as much 
as 1°94 inch and Paisley 1°35 inch, these falls representing more than half the 
month’s aggregates. 

Strong Northerly to North-Easterly winds prevailed about the middle of the 
month, and the heavy rains on 3lst were accompanied by a Westerly gale with a 
thunderstorm in Edinburgh in the evening. Fog occurred at times. 
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Abstract of Meteorological Observations. 
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REPORT. 


Durine the month of November 1910 there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the births of 
3484 living children, of whom 1761 were male and 1723 female. These births 
are 141 fewer than those registered in the eight towns during October, and 67 fewer 
than those there registered in November of last year. The equivalent annual birth- 
rate is 22°4 per thousand, a rate which ts 0°2 below that of October, and 0°8 below 
that of November of last year. It is the lowest November birth-rate recorded in 
these monthly reports, that is, since 1855. The birth-rate of the month varied 
from 25°3 in Dundee, and 25:1 in Greenock, to 18°1 in Edinburgh, and 18°6 in 
Perth. In Leith it was 24°7, in Glasgow 23°7, in Paisley 21°3, and in Aberdeen 
21:0. 

Of the 3484 births registered in the eight towns during the month, 269, or 7:7 
per cent., were illegitimate. ‘These illegitimate births are 8 fewer than in October, 
and 16 fewer than in November of last year. The illegitimate rate of the month 
is 0'1 above that of October, but 0°3 below that of November of last year. In 
Aberdeen the illegitimate rate of the month was 11°5, in Edinburgh 9°5, in Dundee 
8°8, in Glasgow 7°3, in Perth 5:3, in Leith 5-1, in Paisley 4°9, and in Greenock 2°6. 

Marriages registered in the eight towns numbered 877; they are 178 fewer than 
those there registered in October, and 101 fewer than in November of last year. 
The marriage-rate of the month is 5°6 per thousand, which rate is 1‘0 below that of 
October, and 0°8 below that of November of last year. 

Deaths registered in the eight towns numbered 2415; they are 320 more than 
were registered in October, but 652 fewer than in November of last year. The 
equivalent annual death-rate is 15°5 per thousand, a rate which is 2°5 above that 
of October, but 4°5 below that of November of last year, and is the lowest November 
death-rate recorded in these monthly reports. The death-rate of the month varied 
from 18:0 in Dundee and 17°4 in Greenock to 12°8 in Aberdeen. In Paisley it was 
16-8, in Glasgow 15:7, in Perth 15°3, in Edinburgh 15:2, and in Leith 14:0, The 
Perth death-rate is less than what it was in October, but those of each of the other 
towns are higher.

Of the 2415 deaths, 699, or 28°9 per cent., were of children of less than five | 


years old, and 768, or 31°8 per cent., were of persons of over sixty. The former 
are 8 more than in October, but 360 fewer than in November of last year. The 
latter are 168 more than in October, but 109 fewer than in November of last year. 
Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 430; they are 16 fewer 
than in October, and 209 fewer than in November of last year. The infantile mortality 


rate amounts to 115 per thousand of the average number of births registered monthly — 


during the preceding twelve months, a rate which is the same as that of October, but 
50 below that of November of last year. This rate varied from 138 in Dundee, and 
137 in Paisley, to 86 in Greenock and 46 in Perth. In Leith it was 116, in Aberdeen 
115, in Glasgow 114, and in Edinburgh 114, 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 177; they are 2 fewer 
than in October, and 140 fewer than in November of last year. The equivalent annual 
death-rate from these causes was 1‘l per thousand, a rate which is the same as that 
of October, but 1°0 below that of November of last year. In Dundee this rate was 
2°1, in Glasgow 1°3, in Leith 1:3, in Edinburgh 0°9, in Greenock 0°8, in Perth 0°7, 
in Aberdeen 0°4, and in Paisley 0-4. 

There were no deaths from either small-pox or typhus fever registered in the 
eight towns during the month. Deaths from measles numbered 7 ; from scarlet fever 
28; from hooping-cough 44, of which 33 were in Glasgow; from diphtheria 54; 
from enteric fever 11, of which 9 were in Glasgow, and 2 in Edinburgh; from 
cerebro-spinal meningitis 4, of which 2 were in Glasgow and 1 each in Dundee and 
Aberdeen. 

Deaths from diarrhceas, including those certified as due to enteritis and gastro- 
enteritis, numbered 87; they are 35 fewer than those registered in the eight towns 
during October. 

Deaths from influenza numbered 2; from puerperal septic conditions 6; and from 
malignant diseases 192, of which 116 were ascribed to carcinoma, 9 to sarcoma, and 
67 to other or unspecified form of cancer. Deaths from heart disease numbered 247 ; 
from apoplexy 164 ; from premature birth debility 87 ; and from alcoholism 3. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 243, and constituted 10°1 per cent. of the total 
deaths of the month; they are 34 more than in October, but 150 fewer than in 
November of last year. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 232; they are 109 more 
than in October, but 210 fewer than in November of last year. 

Deaths from tuberculous diseases numbered 257, and constitute 10°6 per cent. 
of the total deaths of the month; they are 22 more than in October, but 51 fewer 
than in November of last year. Of these deaths, 171 were ascribed to phthisis, 


a number which is 20 more than in October, but 40 fewer than in November of last ~ 


year. The death-rate from tuberculous diseases for the month was 1:7 per thousand, 
and that from phthisis alone was 1:1. The death-rate from tuberculosis varied from 
2°5 in Leith and Greenock, to 0‘7 in Perth. In Dundee it was 1:9, in Glasgow 1°8, 
in Edinburgh 1:4, in Paisley 1-2, and in Aberdeen 1:0. 

Deaths from violence numbered 75; of them 11 were attributed to suicide, 5 being 
by hanging, 4 by poison, and one each by drowning and gunshot. 

Among those whose deaths were registered in the eight towns during the month, 


there were 7 men and 14 women aged 90 years and upwards, the oldest being a 
retired ploughman aged 97, 


Brrtus, DEATHS, ETC., IN OTHER SELECTED REGISTRATION DisTRicrts, 


On page 174 there is given the usual monthly statement regarding the births, marriages, and deaths 
registered in forty-eight selected registration districts. These districts have an estimated aggregate 
population of 825,659. Births registered in them during the month numbered 1578, marriages 268, 
and deaths 1099. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 23°3 per thousand, the marriage-rate 4°0, and 
the death-rate 16°2, Compared with the rates for November of last year, the birth-rate is 0°3 
lower, the marriage-rate 0°8 lower, and the death-rate 0°3 lower. 

Among the deaths registered in these districts during the month there were 24 from measles ; 11 
from scarlet fever; 19 from hooping-cough ; 29 from diphtheria ; 5 from enteric fever; 28 from 


diarrheal diseases ; 2 from croup ; 3 from laryngitis; 199 from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy ; 
112 from tubercle, and 2 from cerebro-spinal meningitis,

For the month of NOVEMBER 1910. 


Mean barometric pressure, 29°581 inches; less than the average of 1856-1905 
by 0°260 inch. 

Mean temperature, 36°°7 ; less by 4°°9. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 10°:1; greater by 0°:2. 

Rain, number of days, 15; less by 1 day. 

Rain, depth in inches, 3°52; greater by 0°12 inch. 

Wind, direction of: a 4 days’ excess of winds from W. and N.W. 

Hence the month of November 1910 was characterised by an extremely low 
mean pressure; an abnormally low mean temperature, with a fractionally high mean 
daily range ; a mean rainfall very slightly above the normal; and an excess of winds 
from W. and N.W. 

The mean pressure of 29°581 inches was 0°260 inch below the normal, and the 
lowest mean for the month of November since 1882. From Ist to 17th the 
barometer at sea-level at Leith never reached 30 inches, and fell below 29 inches on 
several days, whilst for the remainder of the month somewhat higher readings were 
experienced, the extremes at Leith being 30°181 inches on 30th, and 28°485 inches 
on 7th. 

The month with a mean temperature of 36°:7, or 4°°9 below the normal, was the 
coldest November since 1862, and the deficiency was everywhere well marked. 
There was an entire absence of mild weather and the thermometer remained per. 
sistently below the normal. The coldest weather occurred from about 20th to 24th, 
whilst highest readings were registered at the beginning of the month, Paisley being 
the only one of the large towns at which the thermometer reached 50°. The 
extremes were 52° at Paisley on 4th and 17° at Perth on 23rd. 

The mean rainfall was 3°52 inches, or 4 per cent. above the normal. The 
Western towns had a deficiency, as much as 24 per cent. at Greenock, and the 
Eastern an excess, which was merely nominal at Edinburgh and Dundee but amounted 
to about 70 per cent. at Aberdeen (King’s College). Heavy falls occurred on 6th, 
12th, and 13th, and at Edinburgh and Leith more than half the month’s aggregate 
was registered on the last two of these days. Otherwise falls of any importance 
were rare, except at Aberdeen, and from 15th onwards no fall of as much as one 


- tenth of an inch occurred at Edinburgh on any day. 


The weather was at times of a wintry character, with snow and sleet, and a good 
deal of fog occurred. There were, however, many fine days except in Northern 


. districts. 
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REPORT. 


Durine the month of December 1910 there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 

“Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the births of 
3667 living children, of whom 1816 were male and 1851 female. These births 
‘are 183 more than were registered in N ovember, but 29 fewer than were registered 
in December 1909. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 22°8 per thousand, a rate 
which is 0:4 above that for November, but is 0°5 below that for December 1909. 
It is the lowest December birth-rate recorded in these monthly reports, that is, 
‘since 1855. The birth-rate for the month ranged from 28-4 in Leith to 18°5 in 
‘Edinburgh. In Greenock it was 27°1, in Dundee 24°7, in Glasgow 23°8, in Perth 
23°1, in Aberdeen 21°4, and in Paisley 21°0. 

Of the 3667 births registered, 287, or 7°8 per cent., were illegitimate. These 
‘illegitimate births are 18 more than in November, but 1 less than in December 1909. 
‘The illegitimate rate for the month is 0°1 above that for November, but is. the 
same as that for December 1909. It varied from 11°0 in Perth, to 24 in Paisley. 
In Dundee it was 9°5, in Edinburgh 9°4,in Glasgow 8-2, in Aberdeen 71, in 
Greenock 5:3, and in Leith 4°3. a 

Marriages registered in the eight towns numbered 1321 ; they are 444 more than 
‘in November, and 126 more than, in December 1909. The marriage-rate for the 
‘month is 8:2 per thousand, being 2:6 above that for November, and 0°7 above that 
for }Jecember 1909. 

Deaths registered in the eight towns numbered 2488 ; they are 73 more than 
in November, but 850 fewer than in December 1909. The equivalent annual 
death-rate is 15°5 per thousand, which is the same as that for November, but 5°6 
below that for December 1909, and is the lowest-death-rate’ recorded for the month 
of December in'these reports. The death-rate for the-month ‘ranged from 19°] ‘in 
Dundee to 12:7 in Aberdeen. In Perth it was 17°4, in Greenock 16°6, in Leith 
15-9, in Paisley 15°5, in Glasgow 15-4, and in Edinburgh 15.0. In Dundee, in 
Leith, and in Perth the death-rate was higher than in November, but in all the other 
towns it was lower. 

Of the 2488 deaths, 744, or 29°9 per cent., were of children of less than five 
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years old, and 833, or 33:5 per cent., were of persons of over sixty. The former 
are 45 more than in November, but 527 fewer than in December 1909. The latter 
are 65 more than in November, but 99 fewer than in December 1909. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 484; they are 54 more 
than in November, but 227 fewer than in December 1909. The infantile mortality 
rate amounts to 125 per thousand of the average number of births registered monthly 
during the preceding twelve months, a rate which is 10 more than that for November, 
but 53 fewer than that for December 1909. This rate ranged from 182 in Dundee 
to 90 in Paisley, and 93 in Greenock. In Leith it was 153, in Aberdeen 151, in 
Edinburgh 127, in Glasgow 113, aud in Perth 103, 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 164; they are 13 fewer 
than in November, and 221 fewer than in December 1909 (the large number then 
registered being due to the prevalence of measles). The equivalent annual death- 
rate from these causes is 10 per thousand, a rate which is 0:1 below that for 
November, and 1°4 below that for December 1909. This rate ranged from 2:2 in 
Perth to 0°56 in Aberdeen. In Leith it was 2°0, in Dundee 1:9, in Paisley and in 
Greenock 1°1, in Edinburgh 0°9, and in Glasgow 0°8. 

No deaths from small-pox or from typhus fever were registered. Deaths from 
measles numbered 5; from scarlet fever 27; from hooping-cough 43 ; from diphtheria 
57; from enteric fever 7; from cerebro-spinal meningitis 4°, and from all diarrheal 
diseases, including those certified as due to enteritis and gastro-enteritis, 54, being 
33 fewer than in November. | 

Deaths from influenza numbered 8; from puerperal septic conditions 12 ; and from 
malignant diseases 169, of which 103 were ascribed to carcinoma, 10 to sarcoma, and 
56 to other or unspecified form of cancer. Deaths from heart disease numbered 252 ; 
from apoplexy 141; from premature birth debility 87 ; and from alcoholism 5. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 306, and constituted 12°3 per cent. of the total 
deaths for the month; they are 63 more than in November, but 220 fewer than in 
December 1909. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 254 ; they are 22 more than in 
November, but 210 fewer than in December 1909. | 

Deaths from tuberculous diseases numbered 275, and constitute 11:1 per cent. 
of the total deaths for the month; they are 18 more than in November, but 44 fewer 
than in December 1909. Of these deaths, 188 were ascribed to phthisis, a number 
which is 17 more than in November, but 31 fewer than in December 1909. The 
equivalent annual death-rate from tuberculous diseases for the month was 1°7 per 
thousand, and that from phthisis alone was 1:2. The death-rate from tuberculosis 
ranged from 2°5 in Perth and 2:4 in Dundee to 1°1 in Aberdeen and in Paisley. 
In Glasgow, in Leith, and in Greenock it was 1°9, and in Edinburgh it was 1:2. 

Deaths from violence numbered 84 ; of them 9 were attributed to suicide, 4 being 
by cutting, 3 by poison, and 2 by hanging. 

Among those whose deaths were registered in the eight towns during the month, 
there were 3. men and 12 women aged 90 years and upwards, the oldest being a 
widow aged 103 years. 





Brrtus, DEATHS, ETC., IN OTHER SELECTED REGISTRATION DisTRIcTSs. 


On page 190 there is given the usual monthly statement regarding the births, marriages, and deaths 
registered in forty-eight selected registration districts. These districts have an estimated aggregate 
population of 825,659. Births registered in them during the month numbered 1582, marriages 576, 
and deaths 1068. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 22°6 per thousand, the marriage-rate 8°2, and 
the death-rate 15°2. Compared with the rates for December 1909, the birth-rate is 1°9 lower, the 
marriage rate 1°4 higher, and the death-rate 5:3 lower. 

Among the deaths registered in these districts during the month there were 17 from measles ; 14 
from scarlet fever; 37 from hooping-cough ; 21 from diphtheria ; 6 from enteric fever; 21 from 
diarrheal diseases; 2 from laryngitis; 2u1 from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy ; 116 from 
tuberculosis ; and 1 from cerebro-spinal meningitis, which was registered in New Monkland.

Mean barometric pressure, 29°572 inches; less than the average of 1856-1905 
by 0°227 inch. 

Mean temperature, 42°°3; greater by 3°°5. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 8°°3; less by 0°°8. 

xain, number of days, 23; greater by 6 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 3:11; less by 0°59 inch. 

Wind, direction of: a 6 days’ excess of winds from between E. and 8. 

Hence the month of December 1910 was characterised by an extremely low 
mean pressure; a very high mean temperature, with a slightly low mean daily range ; 
a somewhat low mean rainfall; and a considerable excess of winds from between 
E. and 8. 

The mean pressure of 29°572 inches was 0°227 inch below the normal, and the 
lowest mean for December since 1901. The barometer at sea-level at Leith was 
above 30 inches from Ist to 3rd, on 19th and 22nd, and from 29th to 31st, and fell 
below 29 inches on 9th and 10th, 13th and 16th. The extreme readings there were 
30°322 inches on 30th, and 28°772 inches on Yth: 

The mean temperature of 42°°3, or 3°°5 above the normal, was in striking contrast 
to tle low mean of 36°°7 for November. The month was thus a very mild one, 
though less mild than the Decembers, in recent years, of 1905, 1900 and 1898. The 
cold of November continued during the first two or three days of December, but 
thereafter temperature remained decidedly above the normal, and during the third 
and part of the fourth week conditions were exceptionally mild, the night tempera- 
tures being especially high. At Leith the mean temperature of the week ending 
24th was nearly 7° above the normal, and highert han that of any week since 


' October. As regards the chief towns the extremes were 55° at Perth on 23rd, and 


22° at Glasgow on Ist and at Perth on ist and 28th. 

The mean rainfall was 3:11 inches, or 16 per cent. below the normal. Dundee 
and Paisley had their average amounts, but the other towns a deficiency ranging from 
9 per cent. at Greenock to more than 50 per cent. at Edinburgh. Whilst ‘‘ days 
of rain” were much above the normal, many of the amounts registered were quite 
nominal, and from 17th onwards no fall of as much as one-tenth of an inch was 
recorded at Edinburgh, Leith, Perth, or Dundee. The heaviest fall was 0°79 inch 
at Greenock on 5th, and none of the eastern towns had as much as half an inch on 
any one day. | 

High winds were experienced at times, but there was an absence of wintry 
weather such as may be looked for in the month of December.
